- The President is pleased to award 
the President s Police and Fire Services Medal for 
gallantry to the undermentioned officers of the Assam 
Police : - 

Name of Officer and Rank . - Shri Towna Lushai, 
Sub - Inspector of Police , Armed Branch , 1st Battalion 
Security Force, Assam . 

Statement of Services for which the decoration has 
been awarded . At dawn on the 30th July , 1956 , a 
large force of Naga hostiles attacked the Acchaglimi 
Post on the line of communication between Mokok 
chung and Zunhcbote . The Post was held by a 
platoon of the 1st Battalion Security Force under the 
command ot Sub - Inspector Towna Lushai. Through 
out that day and the next the Post was under heavy 
fre but in spite of casualties and the buildings of the 
Post being set on Are , all attacks were beaten off. 
Then , finding his supply of ammunition running out 
and of water cut - off , Sub - Inspector Towna Lushai 
decided to effect a withdrawal and despite intense 
fire from the hostiles succeeded in extricating his 
platoon and made contact with an Army column four 
miles away 

Throughout this encounter Sub - Inspector Towna 
Lushai displayed courage and determination and 
leadership of a very high order. 

Name of Officer and Rank . - Shri Narayan Chandra 
Phukan , Sub - Inspector of Police , Assam . 

Statement of Services for which the decoratoin has 
been awarded . - - Sub - Inspector Narayan Chandra 
Phukan has been Officer - in - charge of Mokokchung 
Police Station since 1953. The jurisdiction of the 
station extends over the whole of Mokokchung Sub 
Division , which has been a disturbed area for a long 
time. During the past two years this officer has in 
numerous encounters with gangs of armed hostiles 
shown courage , leadership and devotion to duty of a 
very high order . 


Name of Officer and Rank . - Shri Numal Chandra 
Bhuyan , Constable No . 7740 , 1st Battalion Security 
Force, Assam . 

Statement of Services for which the decoration has 
been awarded . - Constable No. 7740 Numal Chandra 
Bhuyan was on duty with No. 3 Platoon of the 1st 
Battalion Security Force at Mezoma outpost when it 
was attacked by armed Naga hostiles on 13th June, 
1956 . Continuous exchange of fire nearly exhausted 
the ammunition . As the outpost had no wireless 
communication , Shri Numal Chandra Bhuyan was 
detailed to take a message to the nearest Army Post 
asking for help . He slipped through the hostile lines 
in disguise and succeeded in delivering the message, 
thus enabling the Army to bring rescue to the outpost . 
Shri Numal Chandra Bhuyan displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and exemplary devotion to duty . 

2 . These awards are made for gallantry under rule 
4 ( 1 ) of the rules governing the award of the Presi 
dent s Police and Fire Services Medal and consequent 
Jy carry with them the special allowance admissible 
to officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police 
as provided in rule 5 .
